Last week’s election for AS 
officers has been contested by 
two candidates, with the result 
that the elections committee will 
hear arguments by presidential 
write-in candidate Doug Carter 
and candidate for Chairman of 
the Student Senate, Orrin Ever- 
hart, for a new election. 

The meeting of the election 
committee will take place to- 
morrow, in the Ribera Room, 
at 1 pm, Persons contesting the 
election procedure will have a 
chance to present arguments for 
a new election, 

Nadine Weinberg, election 
committee chairman, said the 
committee will hear arguments 
from the candidates who have 
filed petitions for a new election 
that have the required 50 signa- 
tures, After the committee hears 
arguments they will make a rec- 
ommendation to the Judicial 
Committee as to whether the 
election should be invalidated, 

After the Judicial committee 
votes on the validity of the elec- 
tion, the matter will gobefore the 
Board of Directors of the Associ- 
ated Students and then can be 
appealed to the AS president, 
Kit Oase, 

Miss Weinberg said that she 
and her committee will be ‘‘open 
minded’’? on the matter and if 
it can be shown that there were 
irregularities in the election pro- 
cedures, then her committee will 
recommend to the Judicial Com- 
mittee that the election results 
of last week’s election be in- 
validated and a new election 
scheduled, 

Oase and Lee Ritchy, AS vice 
president, both indicated that they 
felt the election was run poorly, 
but said they saw no reasons 
why a new election should be 
held, 

Oase said the election code 
was made public on March 27 
and complaints about it should 
have been voiced before the elec- 
tion was held, 

In response to this, Carter, 
maintained he was present at 
the BOD meeting that passed 
the code, but that he had inter- 
preted it differently, He also 
said that others interpreted the 
controversial article in the code 
differently than it has been inter - 
preted since the election. 

Carter said that Miss Wein- 
berg, Oase and the newly elected 
AS President Jaii Eakes all felt 
that the code meant that write-in 
votes for President would be 
counted only for a ticket and that 
only single write-in votes not 
for a ticket would be disquali- 
fied, “‘It was not until the day 
before the polls opened that any- 
one interpreted the code as mean- 
ing any write-ins for President 
would invalidated,’’ Carter said, 

Carter also said that he is 
contesting the election for 
severa! reasons, ‘First, the 
election is unconstitutional in that 
it has invalidated all write-in 
votes for president, whereas the 
original intent was just to keep 
from splitting votes between tick- 
ets; second, there was election- 
eering within 50 feet of the polls 
and the election officials at the

Joey Bishop has been on the air for two weeks, It, admittedly, 
has been a rough period for Bishop, as he had to break in a whole 
new show, and instead of merely filling in, is doing it for $1200 and 
a chance to pass go, 

Bishop was one of the first of the deadpan comedians, and as 
such, has a deadly wit, but often has less appeal than Johnny Carson, 
who relies on a funny line and the good-looking-boy-next-door 
quality, Bishop is a night club comedian and often his appeal mav be 
based on a droll observation or insult, He’s certainly not as charming 
as a Carson or a Paar, but in his own way, I believe can contribute 
to late night entertainment. 

Bishop is a bit stiff for my taste yet — and this tends to make 
me feel just a little uncomfortable — he tends to talk a bit much 
and overstate himself, whereas a Carson would make jokes, The 
equilibrium is somewhere in between, I do think that Bishop may 
just have the most watchable iate night show in three months of 
the four that will then be offered.

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If you were contracted to paint 
the Engineering Building, you 
could easily charge $5,000 — 
$6,000 for labor alone. 

SSC is going to do the job 
this summer for $500, That’s 
the cost of the paint. 

SSC’s Corporation Yard main- 
tains a staff for doing suchtasks. 
It is responsible for maintenance, 


repairs, building trades, plant 
operations and = security on 
campus 


The Corporation Yard’s task 
of maintaining the campus in good 
condition is enhance] by the re- 
lative newness of the campus 
According to Steve Romovich, 
supervisor of building trades and 
assistant to the Chief of Main- 
tenance at SSC, a concrete build- 
ing will need its second exterior 
painting approximately four or 
five years after it has oeen 
painted for the first time. ‘The 
building during this period is still 
‘green’ — the cement and lime 
are still curing,’’ said Romovich, 
A third, and subsequent paintings 
will be required from six to 


eight years after the second 
painting, 
‘‘We are fortunate here,’’ 


added Romovich, ‘‘because of 
California’s temperate climate. 
In the East where there are 
heavy snows, the paint weatners 
much more rapidly.’’ 

The interior of buildings can 
be prolonged even muve. The 
average building on campus will 
need repainting inside only about 
every six or seven years. Some 
can go as long asten years before 
they will require repainting, ac- 
cording to Romovich 

Interior painting on campus 
is done during the winter, 
whereas exterior painting is done 
in the summer. Usually one or 
two buildings are painted each 
year. 

Tablet armchairs are re- 
finished during the entire year — 
30 at a time. Sofar this academic 
year, approximately 400 arm- 
chairs have been refinished. They 
are giazed to save time and effort. 

The average wear on other 
furniture has been slight up to 
this point, commented Romovich, 
but as time goes by, they, too, 
will require more and more 
maintenance. 


The Corporation Yard's staff 
numbers about 115 people. There 
are 48 custodians, 21 grounds 
department workers, 11 security 
officers, 16 engineering depart- 
ment workers, 13 building trades 
workers and six office staff em- 
ployees. 


The 1966-67 Corporation 
Yard’s operating budget is $357, 
501. The budget is broken down 
as follows. utilities, $140,835;

In addition to maintaining the 
campus buildings and grounds, 
the Corporation Yard is 
responsible for the care and use 
of 46 campus vehicles.

Students are used by the Corp- 
oration Yard during the summer 
to help supplement the yard’s 
‘‘manpower’’ when they are 
busiest. Three or four students 


are used by the grounds

When the voting finally Started, there was quite a bit of con- 
fusion, This was understandable and even exc: sable: the election 
committee was just trying out a new system of balloting that was 
designed to speed-up the tallying process, 

There were quite a few students who were either confused or 
discouraged by the computerized ‘“‘ballots’’ they were handed at 
the polls, But, again, that’s excusable because its a new system and 
bound to be a little confusing the first time around, 

NOT COUNTED 

But then word got around that the election committee was not 
going to count write-in votes for the offices of ASSSC }resident 
or Vice-President, 

Somehow, the rules got twisted around a little. 

It seems that the Board of Directors, in a meeting March 27, 
decided for us that we are incapable of electing a President and 
Vice-President independently and still coming up with a pair of of- 
ficers who will work well together. 

So, the BOD, in its infinite wisdom, decided that henceforth write- 
in votes for the offices of ASSSC President or Vice-President will 
not be counted,

That action of the BOD, that one ac tion, took away from every 
Student the basic right to vote for whomever he please s--and to 
have the candidate of his choice take office provided that he meets 
all other qualifications. 

Somehow, the rules got twisted around a little bit 

The point is, people, that if | want to vote for Jan Lakes for 
President and Doug Carter for Vice-President so long as these two 
persons meet all of the other standards required of candidates for 
those two offices they should be able to take office if enough other 
people vote the same way I da, 

Futhermore, I have a right to vote for anyone I may choose to. 
And I have the right to have thai vote counted No petty committee 
of demagogues can take that right away from me. 

But, somehow, the rules got twisted around a little. 

In this past election, write-in votes were not counted for the presi- 
dency or vice-presidency because of that arbitrary ruling of the BOD, 
ROTTEN 

There’s something rotten taking place when, of the 1,708 ballots 
received, 761 were not counted, 

First of all, that’s one of the largest voter turnouts we’ve had 
here in quite a while--somewhere in the neighborhood of 20%, 

50% 

So, what is incomprehendable is that nearly 50% of the ballots 
cast were not counted 

Somehow, the rules got twisted around a little. 

Therefore, I join STATE HORNET editor-in-chief Pete Dorsett 
in calling for the Board of Justice to declare the recent election a 
travesty of justice and to re-schedule another election which will

tency in the balloting procedures, 
Some of the ballots had the write- 
in spaces for president crossed 
out, others did not, Also, some 
of the election officials told 
voters they could not write-in 
names, others failed to men- 
tion this,’’ 

Carter also said that ‘‘You 
can’t tell 761 people who wrote 
in names who they may or may 
not vote for, By restricting the 
vote a large number of students 
were denied their voice in AS 
affairs,”’ 

Carter went on to say that 
he had talked to many people 
who did not bother to vote because 
of voting procedures, and “‘,., 
several hundred people switched 
votes when they got in the polls 
because their write-in vote 
wouldn’t count,’’ 

Orrin Everhart, who ran as 
a candidate for Chairman of the 
Senate, is contesting the elec- 
tion for many of the same rea- 
sons asis Carter, but with speciai 
emphasis on the election pro- 
cedures, His petition for a new 
election states that there was a 
large amount of confusion with the 
balloting procedure and that it 
was not made clear that only 
write-in votes for president 
would not be counted, 

He said that the election of- 
ficials told voters that their 
write-in votes wouldn’t be count- 
ed, while in fact write-in votes 
for Chairman of Senate were 
counted, 

At the meeting of the elec- 
tion committee this Wednesday, 
May 3, all interested persons 
will be allowed to hear argu- 
ments by the contesting candi- 
dates and present arguments to 
the committee on why the elec- 
tion should or should not 
be invalidated and a new elec- 
tion held,

Courses Open 
This Summer 


Four travel study courses 
being offered by Sacramento State 
College remain open, 

A six-unit anthropology 
course, ‘‘Historic Cultures of 
the Mediterranean,’’ will include 
visits to Cairo, Baghdad, Athens, 
Rome and other points of interest, 
Travel dates are July 10 to August 
19, 

‘Cultures of the Orient,” will 
consist of a 25-day tour of the 
Orient with emphasis of art, 
drama, music and cultural en- 
richment. Travel dates for the 
five-unit course are June 19 to 
July 13, 

A European physical education 
workshop will be held from June 
21 to July 25, The five unit 
course will include visits to Eng- 
land, Lisbon, Barcelona, tiolland 
and Belgium. 

A six-unit curse in psycho- 
logy, “‘Inte national Laboratory 
in Human Relations,”’ will consist 
of a 45-day around the world 
travel study to be held from June 
26 to August 8, At each point 
of call, students will participate 
in seminars at university cen- 
ters, 

Travel study courses are open 
to high school graduates; stu- 
dents in good standing at SSC 
or other collegiate institutions; 
or persons over 21 years of age.
